rapidly become the commeiclal and 
financial center. The red men rec 
ognixed the Importance of this locsl 
ity and yeara ago gathered here to 
trade and barter with each other ta 
well as with the occasional white man. 

Some years ago a goverr or of tl e 
Washington Territory stood at th* 
lower falls of Spokane river and said: 
"Some days grlet mill will be butli 
here " But this mill business has 
oeen eclipsed In that the turbulent 
river racing through the heart of the 
city has been harnessed and near 
600,000 electrical horse power deve) 
oped. After the city’s requirements 
have been supplied a part of the sur 
plus power Is used In Coeur d'Alene 
mining district, and the remainder 
la used to haul the Chicago, Milwsu 
kee and St Paul railway’s iranacon 
tlnental fast flyers over the Cascade 
mountains Spokane Is, therefore, a 
City of Power. 

Spokane is proud of her parks. She 
has twenty or more which together 
have a total area of near 2000 acres, 
and eight play grounds with an ares 
of over forty acres. 

The land upon which the city Is 
built Is rolling which gives perfect 
drainage It has fourteen branch 
ai d five mainline railroads and good 
highways radiating In ^1 .directions 
We stopped here luteodlng to stay 
over but one night, but because ol 
the unusual conbtnaiton of attrac 
tlons In city as well as the lake, 
stream, mountain and valley scener) 
of the country we were detained three 
days, and on the morning of August 
5th, left driving south to Farming 
ton, Washington 

At Spokane. 1 found awaitjng me 
from mv cousin, P. 11 Barlow, a 
letter winch stated that he had heard 
of my western journey and that 1 
would regret It If P failed to visit 
film as well as other Pocahontas 
friends at Farmtngten. We made 
this aide trip and spent, three days 
feasting, telling stories, and laugh 
Ing wit!) friends of other days. P. 
IJ. was right. We would have miss¬ 
ed something had we not visited 
Farmington. , + 

in April 1903, a party of twenty 
seven left Pocahontas county Jour¬ 
neyed to the far west. This part) 
arrived in Spokane on the 18th of 
April and the 20th of the same month 
found thorn In Farmington, Wash. 

The following composed the party: 
Wm. II. Boblett. tjiree sons—on^of 
whom was married, and tfireedaugh 
ters; Willard Qverholt,' wife and four 
daughters; Frank C Moore, wife, 
two sons one daughter; C H Grimes^ 
wife, .wo sons and one daugller; 
Massle Cieek and P II Barlow. - 
All of the twenty-seven except 
Massie CledH who located In Turn- 
water. Washington, where he mar¬ 
ried and has mice lived, settled In 
Farmington Many of* the others 
have since moved to other parts of 
the State. Up to the time of my 
visit only three of the party had died. 
Namely, Mrs. NeimaOverholt Green, 
Sankey Bobblelt and Chauncey 
Grimes Young Mr. Grimes was a 
graduate of Cbeuy Normal and would 
pave graduated from Washington 
State College In a half year more 'I 
Craig Grimes has taught 144 
months In Farmington High school 
snd st the time of my visit had sign 
ed for the fofiowlng year lie began 
teaching In IFI8 and has taught ei ch 
year since except three. In all that 
time he has missed from reboot but 
three days because of sickness It 
is to be regrttted that Pocahontas 
hss had to loose the services of this 
conscientious and able teacher. Tne 
friendship between Craig and I has 
never faltered since the days of 
1 Sctnda Sue." w 

I remember when a youngster at 
the Stony Creek Sunday school a 
smile would appear on the faoee of 
the boys of courting age when they 
saw Willard Overholt coming across

Mr 
McNeel at the time of our wisit was 
on the sink list and wee able to be 
out but little. Some time ago be 
moved from his beautiful farm and

sonally-gathered on P. H Barlow’e 
lawn. No arrangement bed been 
made for this gathering but the dltf 
erent parties Just casually fall In for 
an evening’s chat. Hera as by mere 
chance we met the venerable R B 
Silva, his son Russell and family and 
George Carter and wife The Sllvae 
were on their way to Pocahontas 
county to visit friends and relatives, 
while Mr. Carter and his wife who 
bad been called west by the sickness 
and death of Mrs. B. B. Silva, ware 
returning to their Virginia home. 
They were traveling by auto and 
balled In Farmington for a few mo 
menti’ rest and chat with old ac¬ 
quaintances. 

Among my large collection of pict¬ 
ures Is one of this lawn party which 
►prl xe very highly. 

After ihe auto party was on IU 
way east, snd the remainder of the 
callers had returned to their homes 
and the sun had dropped behind the 
Washington hills, my host asked^me 
If 1 nad ever heard the song entitled 
"A Perfect Day. 11 1 answered *T 
have.” "Well” said hb "this has 
been one.”

In commenting on the disease, Dr. 
Zelgler said that probably other cases 
of botuilnous poisoning had occurred 
and ware occurring, but because of 
the pecularltles of the disease, the 
diagnosis was not glvan as Botulism.
